pared, useiul citizens, we must do it ourselves. Furthering our 
education is one way of preparing ourselves. 

More than ever, this country needs trained, educated 
people to continue the progress America has made and to 
lake their rightful places in the society that is developing. 

Much of the poverty and unemployment that exists today 
is directly related to the lack of education and preparation 
by previous generations. It is up to us to try to better the 
situation, 

Right now there are two million young people who are 
from the ages of sixteen to twenty-one who dropped out of 
school before earning their high school diploma. Nearly a 
fourth of them are unemployed. Most of the rest are stuck 
in-dead-end jobs, without any real future, They have little 
chance df promotion and will probably work for the minimum 
wage.until retirement. 

Large gains have been made in the fight against ignor¬ 
ance, unemployment and poverty during the past several 
years. Tin* Secretary of L^bor recently reported that two 
million more people are working and one million more are 
in high school and college than the population increase of the 
last three years accounts for. 

The Education Campaign of the past two years has helped 
in this progress. It has paid big dividends by inspiring drop¬ 
outs to return to school and finish their education, In 1960 
the dropout rate was twenty-five per cent. Last year it had 
decreased to eighteen per cent. 

But even this figure is too high. The fact remains that at 
the current dropout rate by 1975 there will be thirty-two mil¬ 
lion adults in the labor force without a high school educa¬ 
tion—thirty-two million who will be unqualified for the jobs 
available to them. 

The Tom-Tom supports any campaign to keep students 
in school to prepare them for tomorrow. But it takes more 
than our support. It needs the support and effort of every 
citizen.

A person is entitled to be called a "home economist’ by virtue of any 
ore cf the following qualifirations: 

1) Has received a B.A. or B.S, degree in home economics** from 
an accredited institution and has completed three years of 
gainful employment in professional areas of home economics. 

2) Has received a B.A. or B.S. degree in home economics (as 
above), has received a master's degree, and has completed 
two years of gainful employment in professional areas cf 
home economics. 

3) Has received a B.A. or B.S. degree in home economics (as 
above), has received a uoctor's degree, and has completed 
one year of gainful employment in professional areas of 
home economics. 

4) Has n B.A. or E.S. degree in an area other than home 
economics, ha? completed a minimum of 30 semester hours 
(or equivalent) in home economics and has completed at 
least five years of gainful employment in professional 
areas of home economics. 

5) For professional purposes, one who meets the educational 
requirements set forth in (1), (2), (3) or (4), but who 
has not completed the employment requirements, will be 
known as an ’"associate home economist.' 1 


NOTE: The committee endorsed the view that once a person has achieved 
the status of "hone economist" per the above definition, that 
person is a "home economist" for life, regardless of occupa¬ 
tion, etc.

DEFINITION OF A "HOME ECONOMIST" 


PURPOSE ; 

To delineate an official AHEA policy re whom AHEA recognizes as 
a "hone economist." 

ACTION TO DATE : 

The following definition, drawn up by the AHEA Accreditation 
Committee, was accepted unanimously by the AHEA Executive 
Committee on March 27, 1965. It represents the culmination 
of several years' work by national AHEA committees to meet the 
needs of the profession for an AHEA definition of ’who is a 
home economist." 

F URTHER ACTION NEEDED ; 

The definition will require approval of the AHEA Assembly of 
Delegates before becoming official policy of the Association. 

A vote by the Assembly of Delegates will be taken June 1966. 

LIMITATIONS OF DEFINITION : 

The definition is not envisioned as being enforceable , but 
rather as being an aid to the home economics professional in 
labeling Herself* and an aid to AHEA in labeling members of 
the profession. The definition has no constitutional or legal 
status. It does not affect membership in AHEA. 

RELATIONSHIP TO AHEA MEMBERSHIP : 

At the present time, there is no connection between the proposed 
definition of "who is a home economist" and criteria for member¬ 
ship in AHEA. Qualifications for AHEA membership will continue 
to be as at present, unless changes are proposed and voted 
upon through official AHEA channels. 



DEFINITION 

A home economist is a college graduate who has studied in all of the 
following areas:* family economics and home management, family rela¬ 
tions and child development, foods and nutrition, housing, interiors 
and equipment, textiles and clothing. In addition, the home economist 
works professionally as an expert in one or store of these areas.

* The Term "studied" is meant to imply some scholarly acquaintance with 
the subject matter encompassed in these areas and the interrelation¬ 
ships among them. It is not intended to mean specific courses in 
each area.
